in W ar Risk 
Insurance 
claims by Uncle Sam. He is making 
restitution to those whose sons and 
husbands died in the service of their 
country during the greatest war of 
all time. 
There are 2794 insurance claims be­ 
ing paid in California through 
the 
Bureau of 
W ar Risk 
Insurance to 
beneficiaries named at the time appli­ 
cation 
for insurance was 
made by 
soldiers, sailors 
and 
marines, now 
dead. The average policy carried by 
these 2794 men was 18,740. 
Disabled soldiers, as well as widows 
and children and dependent parents 
of those who have died, are being 
made comfortable by the government 
which 
is paying 
2219 compensation 
claims to residents of California. 
In addition to the insurance and 
compensation claims now being paid 
in California, there are 1623 of both 
these classes of claims under Inves­ 
tigation. These cases, however, are 
rapidly being adjusted following an 
investigation 
by bureau representa­ 
tives. 
The Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
which administers these affairs, has 
been established by the government 
as a permanent institution in recog 
nition of the services veterans 
of 
the World War rendered their coun­ 
try. 
The insurance which veterans are 
able to carry as the result of 
act of 
an appreciative government 
will be a constant reminder to them 
of the part they took in the war;

The average age of 
the men killed In France was twenty- 
three years. More than 47 per cent 
of the men who carried government 
insurance made mothers their bene­ 
ficiaries. Fathers were named by ap­ 
proximately 16 per cent of the men.

Will Solve Problems 
♦ ---------- San Bernardino Sun---------- ♦ 
Because intricate and puzzling prob­ 
lems in reconstruction are presented 
by the war the present generation is 
disposed to believe that these are the 
most troublous times the world has 
ever seen for the reason that the situ­ 
ation is new to our experience. 
Yet 
there have been tumultuous eras at 
many dates in human history, and in 
each instance there was a final emer­ 
gence into conditions better than be­ 
fore. 
The French revolution and the sub­ 
sequent wars presented problems that 
for that day were certainly not less 
difficult than those that confront us 
now. 
The Civil War imposed on this 
nation a long list of questions of poli­ 
cy that required many years for their 
working out and some even yet are 
not fully solved. 
Just at present the 
subjects to be dealt with may seem 
alarmingly numerous and almost im­ 
possible of satisfactory disposal, but, 
while we may indulge In some unpro­ 
fitable experiments in groping the way 
out, to doubt that we shall finally find 
the light is to deny faith in the capa­ 
bilities of human kind to discover its 
ultimate good.

cence where latent bits of hallucina­ 
tion will bob up from time to time to 
annoy us. 
The fever patient does not 
get well in a day. 
It may take some 
time for the world to work out its full 
recovery, but the day will arrive and 
the world will be a better one than be­ 
fore the war mania seized mankind.

were the largest ever received by the 
industry in California. The total pro­ 
duction for the state was 35,778 car­ 
loads of oranges and grapefruit, and 
9014 carloads of lemons. The crops of 
lemons end Valencia oranges were the 
largest ever shipped from the state; 
lemons showing an increase of 70.2 
per cent over last year and 22.3 per 
cent over 1917, theh largest preceding 
year, and Valencias showing an in­ 
crease of 78 per cent over 1*917, the 
last normal year. 
Tho Pacific Rice Growers’ Associa­ 
tion reports 140,050 acres planted to 
this year’s crop of rice. The present 
condition is unusually good, and har­ 
vesting will be well under way by the 
last of September. The opening prk*e. 
from present indications, will she close 
to G cents per pound for the new crop 
which ii now estimated at 4,250,000 
sacks of paddy rice. 
Decreased acreage, due to the diffi­ 
culty in marketing last year’s crop, 
and unfavorable growing 
conditions 
have reduced the California bean crop 
by about 30 per cent, recent estimates 
placing the crop at 2,888,44)0 hundred­ 
weight. compared with '5,1545,44)0 hun­ 
dredweight for I DI 8. 
The Hawaiian sugar crop for 1919 
is estimated at 600.000 tons, compared 
with 576,812 tons for 1918. 
The Phil­ 
ippine crop, of which adient DO per 
cent of the centrifugal sugar is ship­ 
ped to the United States, is estimated 
at 150,000 tons. eoroi>ared with 215,- 
250 for 1918.

Salmon Industry 
Scientists recently returned from an 
exhaustive investigation of the sal­ 
mon fishing industry report that this 
invaluable species of fish is on the 
way to rapid extinction, and that the 
industry will require the. most rigid 
government regulation for its rehabili­ 
tation. Reliable estimates place this 
year’s entire coast 
pack, 
including 
British Columbia, Siberia and Japan, 
at 3.500,000 cases, compared with 10,- 
100.000 cases in 1918. 
A slackening of the demand for lum­ 
ber Is noted in the northwest, but Cal­ 
ifornia mills are operating to capacity 
to meet increasing demands. In Wash­ 
ington and Oregon the reports of an 
average of 127 mills show a produc­ 
tion during the four weeks ended Aug- 
uvt :>> of 3.‘*0,438.202 feet, which is be­ 
low normal by 6% per cent and above 
the previous four weeks’ production 
by 7% per cent. Orders accepted were 
below production by 27% per cent and 
shipments below production by 9 per 
cent. This condition, together with a 
shortage of cars, will result in build­ 
ing up >ard stocks, which had been 
reduced to about half of normal.
